S . R . O . 287 . . - In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
and clause (5 ) of article 148 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to make 
the following rules to amend the Civilians in Defence Services ( Revised Pay ) 
Rules, 1960 , published with the Ministry of Defence Notification No. 6 - E , dated 
the 15th September , 1960 , as amended from time to time, namely : 

1 . (i ) These rules may be called the Civilians in Defence Services (Revised 
Pay ) ( Second Amendment) Rules , 1963 . 

( ii) They shall be deemed to have come into force from the 1st day of July , 
1959. 

2 . In the Civilians in Defence Services (Revised Pay ) Rules, 1960; the fol 
lowing amendment shall be made, namely : 
(i) For the existing rule 13 ( 1 ) substitute the following : 
" 13 ( 1 ) . Where a Government servant continues to draw his pay in the 

existing scale and is brought over to a revised scale from a date later 
than the 1st July , 1959 , his pay in the revised scale shall be fixed 
under the normal rules and for this purpose his pay in the existing 
scale shall be deemed to be pay plus dearness pay and dearness 
allowance , provided that the pay so fixed shall not exceed the pay 
that would have been admissible on the date of being brought over 
to the revised scale had he elected the revised scale from 1st July , 

1959 " , 
( ii ) The existing sub - rule ( 2 ) of rule 13 , shall be re -numbered as sub - rule ( 3 ) 
and before the sub - rule as so re -numbered , the following sub - rule shall be 
inserted , namely : 
" ( 2 ) . Nothing contained in sub - rule ( 1 ) shall apply to the fixation of pay 

under this rule of a pre - 1931 entrant who has retained the pre - 1931 
scales as a whole on his appointment to a post which does not carry 
a pre - 1931 scale of pay . For the purpose of fixation of pay under 
the normal rules, his pay in the existing scale shall be deemed to be 
the pay plus dearness pay and dearness allowance reduced by the 
dearness allowance at the revised rates , if any, appropriate to this 

pay in the existing scale " . 
( iii ) In the Memorandum Explanatory of the Central Civil Services (Revised 
Pay ) Rules, 1960 , reproduced with the Civilians in Defence Services ( Revised 
Pay ) Rules, 1960 , the explanation relating to " Rule 13 ( 2 ) ” shall be renumbered 
as relating to " Rule 13 ( 3 ) ” and before the explanation to rule 13 ( 3 ) as so re 
numbered , the following shall be inserted , namely : 

Rule 13 ( 2 ). This relates to the fixation of pay of a pre - 1931 entrant who has 
retained the pre - 1931 scales as a whole , with effect from 1st July , 1959 , on his 
appointment to a post which does no : carry a pre- 1931 scale of pay . An example 
of pay fixation under this clause is given below : 
A was a pre - 1931 entrant Upper Division Clerk who had elected the pre 

1931 scales as a whole and was drawing a basic pay of Rs. 222 p . m . in 
the existing pre- 1931 scale of Rs. 60 - 5 - 110 - 8 - 230 . On 1st March , 1961, 
he was promoted to the post of Head Clerk , which carries only the 
revised scale of pay of Rs. 210 - 10 - 290 - 15 - 320 . His pay as Head Clerk 

would be fixed as follows:

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For the purpose of fixation of pay in the post of Head Clerk the pay in the 
existing scale should be reduced by the Dearness Allowance of Rs. 20 admissible 
at the revised rates appropriate to the pay in the existing scale . This would come 
to Rs. 272 ( Rs. 292 minus Rs. 20 ) and on the basis of this amount, he is entitled 
to the next higher stage of Rs. 280 in the revised scale of Rs. 210 - 10 - 290 - 15 -320 . 
The emoluments admissible to him on the date of promotion are, therefore, 
Rs. 280 p .m , as basic pay and Rs. 20 p . m . as Dearness Allowance , i.e ., Rs. 300 p .m . 
in all.
